Iowa Cigarette Law Upheld. 
Des Moines, la., Jan. 25.—The su­ 
preme court has upheld the anti-cigar­ 
ette law passed by the last legislature. 
The ground of the defense was that 
the sale of a package of ten cigarettes, 
in an unbroken package, was the sale 
of an original package, and was inter­ 
state commerce and could not be inter­ 
fered with by state law. The supreme 
court holds that the original package 
is the case in which the goods are im­ 
ported; that the cigarettes, as soon as 
the shipping package is broken, be­ 
comes a part of the general property 
of the state, and are properly subject 
to police regulations, such as the law 
in question.

No reason has been as­ 
signed for the explosion, and the lips 
of the only person who could tell the 
engineer, are lucked in death.

Ha telephoned to the office of the 
railroad company and to the police 
and a large force of men were on the 
spot in a few minutes.

was no heavy walls to fill in and 
crush the inmates of the building, and 
so they escaped that death. For a few 
moments the scalding steam prevented 
those in the immediate vicinity enter­ 
ing, but as the roof was half gone, the 
atta rn aeon disappeared and the snffer- 
irg quickly removed.

New York, Jan. 25.—There is reason 
to believe that the moral influence of 
the United States will support Great 
Britain in her efforts to keep China 
open to the commerce of the world, 
avers a Washington correspondent. 
The only active steps which the ad­ 
ministration will probably take in the 
m atter will be to enter into negotia­ 
tions with Germany respecting the 


1 vestment of American ships entering 
iiao Chou and such other ports in 
China as may be seized in the future 
)y Russia or Japan. 
‘If China has leased Kiao Chou on 
the condition that it shall be opened 
by Germany as a Chinese port, then it 
will not be necessary for the President 
to take the steps in the matter,” said. 
an official of the administration. ‘‘It 
will mean that the commerce of all na­ 
tions will be allowed unrestricted entry 
thereto. 
If, as we believe, however, 
Kiao Chou should be leased to Ger­ 
many without conditions, then Ger­ 
many will have the right, and will un­ 
doubtedly exercise it, to put in opera­ 
tion 
port and customs regulations 
such as are now in force in German 
home ports. 
‘The United States cannot make ob­ 
jection to the extension of such regula­ 
tions to Kiao Chou In such an event, 
for it will be German soil to all in­ 
tents and purposes, as in Hamburg. 
However, the administration will ex­ 
pect from Germany any privileges that 
may be granted by her to any other 
nation, and will, therefore, reap the

which no warm weather cyclist has ever 
enjoyed. 
It should be hardly necessary to 
6 tate that warm clothing is needed, but 
especial care should be taken that the 
chest and throat are amply protected. 
Mittens are better than gloves for tho 
hands, as tho fingers warm each other. If 
toe clips are used, care should be taken 
that they do not clamp the shoe, but that 
the forward edge of the sole only touches 
them.

A Cow C u n o t Tora Around 
In 
Stingy 


Alley* 
Fam iliarity breeds contempt. Per­ 
haps th at is why Paducah people ap­ 
parently take so little pride in “Stingy 
alley.” There is, perhaps, no thorough­ 
fare like “Stingy alley” in all Ken­ 
tucky, but Paducahans are so used to 
it th at few stop to m arvel at the nov­ 
elty of a public street 300 feet long 
and four feet wide, says, the Paducah 
(Ky.) Visitor. 
Stingy alley is 
well 
named. 
It is stingy in width, albeit 
generous in length. 
It runs from 3d 
to 4th street beyond Tennessee, and is 
traversed in the middle of the block 
by an ordinary alley just four times 
as wide as itself. Nobody knows exact­ 
ly how old Stingy alley is. It has been 
there for ever and ever so long. 
Or­ 
dinarily it was a foot path running 
through Locust (now 3d street) because 
of the length of the square between 
Tennessee and Ohio streets and for the 
convenience of people living on 3 d who 
wished to reach 4th and for people liv -; 
ing on 4th who wanted to go to 3d. 
Property owners along the way donated 
a four-foot strip from their side yards. 
The result was a tiny passage-way, 
much narrow er than the ordinary cow 
trail.
